—So.lie interesting observations con- 


cerning the comparative longevity of men 
and women in Europe have been made by 
the director of the Vienna Statistical 
Bureau. Out of 102,832 individuals who 
have passed the age of ninety years, only 
42,528 are men, and 60,308 are women, 
lie also finds that there are but 141 male 
centenarians to 241 women who have 
reached a hundred years of age, 


—Tin; attempts to explain the tails of 


comets have been various. A -new effort 
to solvr the problem has been made by 
M. Pic irt, as follows : The sun, the stars, 
iiebulai- nnd comets, arc composed not 
only of ponderable matter in the gaseous 
state, l>ut of imponderable matter—the 
"luniiinius ether"—revealed, in the case 
of the sun, by the zodiacal light, and in 
tliat of nebulae, by their irregular forms 
contrary to gravitation. 
A comet far 


from tlie sun, appears in spheroidal form, 
due to gravitation of its ponderable mat- 
ter—its luminous ether being then invis- 
ible bi'cause of its distance and feeble 
light. 
But on ncaring the sun, repulsion 


being u characteristic property of lumi- 
nous etlicr, the ether of the sun repels 
that of the comet, and thus forms the 
tail. T lie form and direction of the tail 
are thus quite indcpcndcntof gravitation: 
and tlio comet's enormous velocity ceases 
to be n difficulty, as it is in theories which 
suppose the matter of the tail to be pon- 
derable. 
This explanation may account 


for the comets' tails, but the mystery o^ 
the luminous ether remains. 


—Some remarkable and suggestive pe- 


culiarities arc found in a human jawbone 
from tlii- Scbipka Caveof Moravia. Stone 
iinplcini'iits found with the bone indicate 
that it belongs to the stone age. 
In de- 


velopment the jaw is that of a child, but 
kjis of threat size. Its shape indicates the 
absence of any chin and has other pecu- 
liarities found in greater degree in the 
higher apes. 


—I'll \sically, the nearest approach to 


man in the lower animals is the anthro- 
poid ape ; but in intelligence ants seem to 
rank highest in the scale below man. 
Reference has often been made to the 
habits of species of these insects iu con- 
ducting battles, capturing slaves, and 
their power of recognizing friends and of 
communicating among themselves.

The first bill providing for a system of 


common schools in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania was approved by Oov. Wolf, on the 
first day of April, 1834. 


At the session of 1834-5, great num- 


bers of petitions were presented to both 
houses, asking for the repeal of the school 
law. 
Many members had also given 


pledges to their constituents to vote for 
its appeal. 
A bill was presented in the 


Senate to remedy the defects of the law, 
and while undcrconsidcration another bill 
providing for the education of poor chil- 
dren gratis, was offered and carried as a 
substitute. 
When the bill in this shape, 


was under discussion in the House, a sub- 
stitute for it, embracing one or two sec- 
tions, amendatory of tlie law of 1834, but 
preserving its vital principle, was offered 
and elicited much discussion. The ex- 
citement became intense. 
The great 


question of free schools was involved in 
the contest. The defeat of the measure 
seemed almost inevitable. It was felt 
that but one man in the Legislature could 
save it, and that man was Tliaddeus 
Stevens. 


Itising above the popular clamor against 


the school system, spurning the opportu- 
nity whicli presented itself of crushing 
his political opponents, lie made the great 
speech which prevented the repeal of the 
law of 18!<l, and whicli, in his own opin- 
ion, was the best act of his life, and the 
one which will be longest remembered. 
The law was saved ; but little effort would 
seem to have been made during the sum- 
mer of 18'i5, to put the system in opera- 
tion, and when Governor Ilitner and his 
several heads of departments, took their 
scats in December of that year, they 
found the school law unpopular and the 
school interests of the State in sad con- 
fusion. 


The proper machinery being now pro- 


vided, it vas necessary to put the law in 
operation. 
Fortunate, indeed, was it for 


Pennsylvania and her school interests, 
tliat Gov. Kitner had chosen for his Sec- 
retary of tlie Commonwealth lion. Thomas 
II. Burrowes. 


It was lie who organized and put in 


operation our school system, both in the 
office and in the field, lie gave full and 
clear instructions to the school officers 
throughout the State. 
Ho contrived 


forms, constructed tables, and arranged 
plans. 
He traveled ovcr the State, de- 


livering addresses to the people and re- 
moving from their minds objections to the 
system, healing differences and directing 
school officers in the performance of their 
new duties. 


The acceptance of the law was at first 


made voluntary with each district, and an 
accepting district was allowed the oppor- 
tunity of voting down the law at the end 
of every third year. In 1848, this feature 
being no longer necessary, the law was 
by a process of "milking," which con-

The mosaic wood floors in Russia are of- 
ten of extraordinary beauty. One in the 
summer palace is of small squares of 
beauty, inlaid .wjth, mol'iier-of-pearl. A

I have thus given, very briefly, a sketch 


of the introduction of the public school 
system of our State, for which I am in- 
debted to the Report of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools, for the year ending 
Juno 3, 1H!7. The first Board of School 
Directors, elected under the law of 1834, 
in the Borough of Bristol, was in March 
1835. 
The persons who composed that 


Board were Joseph Warner, James John- 
son, William S. Perkins, Wm. F. Swift, 
James Harrison and Gilbert Tomlinson, 
Wm. S. Perkins being the only member 
of that Board now living. 


The Board made arragcmeuts for car- 


rying out the objects of the law, by levy- 
ing a tax of four hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, and renting rooms for the accommo- 
dation of the children. 
They employed 


as teachers Rev. Mr. Canfield, then a 
student for the ministry, and Mrs. Deb- 
orah Johnson. 


The schools prospered and increased 


in numbers, and it was soon found neces- 
sary, in order to accommonate all apply- 
ing for admission to erect a building for 
school purposes. This gave rise to much 
discussion, and some open opposition to 
the law. The opponents contending 
that the cost of building a school-house, 
would be oppressive to the large property 
holders, as it would increase their taxes, 
and afford them no benefit, as they pre- 
ferred to educate their children in private 
schools. 


The friends of the public school law, 


after holding a public meeting on the 
subject, determined to make the building 
of a school house an issue before the 
people at the next election. 


In March, 1837, three new members of 


the Board in favor of building a school- 
house, were elected, viz: Jonathan Adams 
William Kinsey and David Woodington. 
The Board held its first meeting March, 
27th 1837, and resolved to meet on the 6th 
of April, to take into consideration the 
levying of a tax to build a school bouse. 
At the appointed time the meeting was 
held and a resolution passed that the sum 
of three tlunisand dollars would be re- 
quired to build a house sufficiently large 
to accommodate all the children of the 
borough. 


The secretary was directed to give 


public notice that a tax of $3000 wotilc 
be voted for by the citizens on the firs 
Tuesday of the following May, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the schoo 
laws. 


The election was held and the return; 


showed that 81 votes were cast in favo: 
of a tax of $3000, and 21 against it. 


A committee, 
consisting of Jame 


Johnson, William Kinsey and Davk 
Woodington, were appointed to receiv 
proposals for building a school house 35> 
50 feet, and to wait on the Burgess am 
Council and solicit a part of the town lo 
to build thereon. The Council agreed I 
lease to the Board a part of said lot, 5 


lease was ordered to be executed. 
The 


Burgess and Council at the same time 
sent a communication to the Board of 
Directors, stating that they had passed an 
ordinance to borrow five thousand dollars, 
and they would appropriate the sum of 
three thousand dollars towards building 
the school house, provided the Board 
would not levy any additional tax. 
The 


Board agreed to receive the $3000 as a 
donation, and the secretary was directed 
not to levy any additional tax. 


The house was completed in the fall of 


1837, and schools opened the 
second 


Monday in December, James Anderson 
having charge of the male department, 
at a salary of sixty-five dollars per month, 
and Anna N. Smith in charge of the 
female department, at a salary of thirty 
dollars per month, the term to be ten 
months. Ninety-five boys and ninety girls 
were admitted as pupils the first day of 
the opening of the schools. 


The Board found upon examination of 


the bills for building and seating the 
house, that it had cost the sum of $4930.- 
88, leaving a balance of $1030.88 to be 
provided for. 


A committee was appointed to wait on 


the Burgess and Council, and solicit 
another appropriation of $1930.88 to pay 
said balance, which was granted, and the 
house was paid for without additional tax 
being levied. The schools continued to 
prosper, and in the year 1839, the base- 
ment story was 'finished as a schoolroom, 
and used as a Primary department, at a 
cost of about $1100 making the cost of 
the Wood street school a little more than 
six thousand dollars. 


In the year 1851, in consequence of the 


crowded state of the schools, it was 
deemed necessary to erect another build- 
ing. 
A committee was appointed 
to 


select a lot west of the canal in order that 
the children in that part of the Borough 
could be better accommodated in the 
location of the schools. 


A committee reported that a lot be- 


longing to the Baptist Association, situ- 
ated on Otter street, could be purchased 
for the sum of four hundred dollars, and 
they were directed to purchase said lot. 


In the year 1853 the Board contracted 


with Edmund Lawrence to build Otter 
street school house, No. 2, to be built of 
light sandstone. Its dimensions are 53 
by 37 feet, two stories high ; the contract 
price was $4,400. 


The house was completed, and school 


opened in 1854, and was soon filled to its 
utmost capacity. 


Since tliat time the schools have in- 


creased in numbersand in the esteem and 
confidence of the people, and it was found 
necessary to make further provisions for 
the accommodation of the constantly in- 
creasing number of applicants for admis- 
sion into the schools. 


The School Board in 1875, purchased 


a lot of Ellwood Doron, on the corner of 
Washington and Pond streets, 100 by 
120 feet feet, for the sum of $1,600, and 
in June, 1878, contracted with F. P. 
Creighton for the erection of a stone 
buildin<r, hammer dressed, fortv-six feet 
in front by sixty-live in depth, two sto- 
ries high, with vestibules projecting in 
front and rear. 
There are two school 


rooms, of good height,on each floor, with 
ample blackboard surface, and commo- 
dious entry, stairways front and rear, hat 
and cloak rooms, etc. 
Under the entire 


building is a cellar, eight feet deep, with 
a floor of lime, sand, and cement, five 
inches thick. The hot air from the heat- 
ers in the basement enters each room near 
the floor, on one side of the room, and 
leaves the room near the iloor on the op- 
posite side, passing thence under the 
floor of each room to the flue from the 
the heaters, through which it passes off 
with the smoke and gasses of the fuel. 
By this arrangement pure, warm air is 
constantly supplied at one side of the 
room, while the impure air is drawn off 
at the other, into the hot flues of the 
chimneys. 


The entire cost of the building was 


§7,103.78 ; the cost of furnishing, $1,- 
087.29; making the total cost to the bor- 
ough §8,251.07. 


The money needed for the erection and 


furnishing of the Washington street 


chool House, was obtained by the Board 
orrowing $4,000, and using what was 
ceded above that nbount, from funds in 
:ie Treasurer's hands. 
And to provide 


or the liquidation of the amount borrow- 
d, they have twenty-five shares of stock 
n the Bristol Building Association,which 
t maturity will yield the sum of $5,000. 
The first and second Wards of our bor- 
ugh were now well supplied with school 
Buildings, but not so the Third Ward, 
vhich was not only much the largest, but 
ikewise the most populous ward. 
The 


)tter street school house was not only 
oo small, but situated so unfavorably that 
here was constant interruptions in the ex- 
ercises of the school, by the large and 
constantly increasing number of trains 
>assing on the railroad, so close to the 
milding as to prevent the hearing of les- 
sons, while the cars were passing by. 


In June, 1880, the Board appointed a 


committee to select a suitable lot in the 
Third Ward, on which to erect a new 
school house. 
After a very careful ex- 


amination of different sites offered to 
,hem, they reported that a lot on Bath 
street, above Buckley, containing 200 
feet on Bath street, could be purchased 
of Howell & Harris, for tha »um of $ 1,500. 
The report was unanimously accepted, 
and after proper search was made, the 
deed was drawn, and in August the pur- 
chase was consummated. 
The Board de- 


cided to build an eight-room 
school 


liouse, so as to meet, not only the present 
wants, but the wants for some years to 
come. 
To enable them so to do, they 


presented a petition to the .Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Bucks county, for a decree 
of said Court, authorizing them to borrow 
the sum of ten thousand dollars for the 
erection of a new school house. 
The 


Court granted their petition, and the 
money was borrowed from the Farmers' 
National Bank, of Bucks county, at five 
per cent, interest, and redeemable bond 
No. 1., on the 1st day of October, 1883, 
and a bond of $1,000 on the 1st day of 


mer dressed, broken range work. 
There 


is a cellar under the entire building, eight 
feet in the clear, the cellar walls are 22 
inches thick, with footings 20 inches 
thick; the cellar is divided into five 
apartments, with open archways between. 
The cellar ceiling is plastered with two 
coats of brown mortar, and the floor cov- 
ered with cement, lime and gravel four 
inches thick. 
The building is divided 


into four rooms and hall on each story: 
each room is 25 feet six inches by 33 
feet. 
There are four flights of open stairs 


leading from the first to the second floors, 
encased with black walnut hand-rails. 
The building throughout, excepting hall, 
is wainscoted with best No. 1 heart yel- 
low pine. The halls and face of stairways 
are wainscoted with No. 1 narrow tongue 
and groove cypress boards. 
The joists in 


the building are all No. 1 seasoned 
spruce, the floors are No. 1 heart yellow 
pine; there are 19 windows in the cellar, 
with sash screens to each; there are 20 
windows, and four pairs of double doors 
on first story ; there are two doors lead- 
ing from hall to each room, and one com- 
municating door between the rooms, and 
transoms over all the doors. There are 
22 windows on second story, and the same 
number of doors communicating with 
hall as on first floor. There are inside 
blinds to all the windows on first and sec- 
ond floors. The first story is 12 feet 4 
inches in the clear ; the second story is 
12 feet 8 inches in the clear. 
The 


building throughout is plastered with two 
coats of brown mortar of the best mate- 
rial, the ceilings are white-coated, and 
the side walls are hard finished. The 
building is covered with best charcoal tin. 
The entire building is heated with one of 
Bartlett's largest size Hot Air Furnaces, 
placed in the centre of the cellar, and the 
hot air flues are tin lined. There are 
large ventilating flues leading from the 
cellar to the top or roof, in the centre of 
which is a ten inch heavy wrought iron 
smoke pipe, connecting with the heater. 
There are two ventilating flues to each 
room, and the plan of ventilation is simi- 
lar to that of the Washington street 
school house. 


The cost for the erection of the Bath 


street school house is $14,500, and for 
furnishing the five rooms, $1,000, making 
the cost of building and furnishing, $15,- 
500. 
The seating capacity of each school 


house is as follows: Wood street, Gram- 
mar school, will scat 88 scholars; Pre- 
paratory school, 85 scholars; Primary 
school, 54 scholars. Washington street, 
four rooms, each seating 60 scholars. 
Bath street, eight rooms, each seating 56 
scholars, thereby giving seats to nine 
hundred and six scholars, about the num- 
ber that was registered during the last 
year. But as as only five of the eight 
rooms of the Bath street school house are 
furnished, we can seat now seven hundred 
and thirty-eight scholars. 


In the month of June, of the present 


year, the Otter street school property 
was sold to the Trustees of Mohican 
Tribe, No. 127, Improved Order of Bed 
Men. for the sum of two thousand dollars 
The citizens of Bristol can point with 


pride to three neat, well built and well 
furnished school houses, capable of com- 
fortably accommodating, for some years 
to come, the school children of our bor- 
ough. It is held by some that the de- 
sign of common schools is to furnish free 
instruction only to the poor. This was 
the design of the system established in 
1809, which was superceded by the pres- 
ent system ; but our law is now entirely 
free from any such unjust discrimination. 
Since 1834 our schools are open to all, 
and free to all. 


The great principle that underlies such 


a system is, that since God made all minds

Berlin was a wilderness, the Thiergar- 


ten was a waste, and life was unendurable 
except between 0 in the evening and 9 iu 
the morniug.

be put up, and wandered away to Bruns- 
wick. 
A week in August is of very little 


use, except to potter about in the German 
country. England was too far, and the 
time to remain there too short; so I spent 
two days in Brunswick, where I became 
fired with enthusiasm about Henry the 
Lion, his relics and his tomb, and in the 
Duke's palace I found upon a banner the 
ancient scroll:

the tribe or band engaged in this last 
outbreak, have never bccn thoroughly 
subdued.

" No protectionist, has ever been found 


who would admit that any single provi- 
sion of the present tariff was not, if con- 
strued in fa.-or of the nearest possible 
approach to prohibition, a perfect pro- 
vision, or so nearly perfect that it could 
only be improved by being made stricter. 
During the past fifteen years variousefforts 
have been made from time to time to 
change one or another of the more absurd 
and oppressive 
features of the tariff. 


They have invariably encountered the 
united and energetic opposition of the 
protectionists, who have acted on the 
avowed policy that there must be given 
no opportunity for the entrance of the 
thin end of the wedge of amendment." 


This is a wild statement. It is not re- 


publican doctrine. Neither is it "pro- 
tectionist" or even American doctrine. 
On the contrary, if the last national cam- 
paign brought out any fact, it is this, that 
the tariff discriminates in favor of Ameri- 
can interests. 
These sentiments were 


especially marked in Indiana and other 
agricultural States, and they are known

Before reading it, however, 
he stated that it had been hoped that 
Itev. W. S. Perkins, who is the oldest 
surviving School Director in the borough, 
would be present and preside, but not be- 
ing able to bo in Bristol at the time, 
William Kinsey, Esq., the next surviving 
| director in point of seniority, had con- 
sented to act as president. Mr. Perkins 
sent the following letter, which was read 
by tlie secretary of the meeting :

hasten to say, present to your Committee 
my thanks for their respectful and cor- 
dial invitation to me to be present and 
participate in the opening exercises of 
your fine n«w school house. 


Believing, as I do, with that eminent 


scholar, JoshuaQuincy, of Massachusetts, 
"that our American system of public 
school education is the chief instrumen- 
tality for the preservation and perpetua- 
tion of our Republican form of govern- 
ment," I would most heartily join with 
you and my fellow citizens in the dedi- 
cation of another new school house inour 
borough, but I am sorry to say I shall not 
be able to be home in time to do so. 


Wishing that you may have a pleasant 


day and an interesting occasion, 1 remain, 
witli much respect,

At the conclusion of Mr. Young's ud- 


dre; s the President called upon " Brother" 
Woodruff, stating that the audience would 
be 1'avored with an address from him. 
Prof. Woodruff' in responding said that 
the announcement of the President was 
the first intimation he had received that 
he was expected to deliver an address, but 
was good naturcdly corrected by Mr. 
Young and after a little pleasantry be- 
tween them, which put everybody in a 
good humor, the speaker alluded to the 
pleasure it gave him to be present, and 
contrasted the new building^ which he 
pronounced the best schoolhouse in Bucks 
county, and perhaps the best one that 
would be erected during the lives of many 
of 1 hose present, with the one it replaced. 
Tlu old building, he thought, had been a 
fi.ie structure in its day, but every time 
he had been called upon to visit it he had 
felt that it was a torture to teach where 
there was so much interruption and noise 
from the cars, and it was a marvel how so 
much was accomplished by the teachers 
under such adverse circumstances. 
He 


supposed there was the usual amount of 
criticism and complaint against the erec- 
tion of the school house, for human 
nature was pretty much alike all over the 
world and it was a universal fact that all 
progress was accomplished against the 
opposition of one portion of the world. 
But when the little complaint had run its 
da\ and the benefits of tlie new building 
bciaiuc apparent, the whole community 
would be proud of the improvement, and 
would honor the directors who had the 
audacity — if he were allowed the term — 
to erect such a building which provided 
not only for the present need of thu town 
bul, for the future also. 
He had heard 


Dr. llickok say that the school directors 
too often were afflicted with " economy 
without sagacity." 
He was glad that the 


School Board of Bristol gave evidence by 
the construction of such a neat, comfort- 
able and commodious building that they 
possessed "economy with sagacity." This 
however, was tho beginning, not the end 
of improvement. 
Good school houses 


call for good teachers and better work 
would be expected from the teachers in 
th -ir more favorable surroundings , and no 
doubt the expectation would be realized, 
as pleasant adjuncts were a great incen- 
the to good and faithful work. When 
Prof. Woodruff had resumed his seat, the 
prosidingofficer announced thaf'Brother" 
Eastburn would make a few remarks. 
The ex-county Superintendent was listened 
to with pleasure. He said he did not 
feel altogether comfortable to see two 
new school houses dedicated in Bristol 
within so short a period. He did not see 
wliy they could not have been erected 
during his administration. 
He consoled 


himself, however, by recalling that the 


lot. of the Washington street school house 
W.is purchased during his term of office. 
He said he envied the teachers who would 
taach in the new building. 
He hoped it 


would not be forgotten by them that while 
their more favored place of work would 
enable them to better instruct their pupils 
in book knowledge, there would be in- 
creased opportunity to teach by example 
and precept the value of character. — 
Teachers should aim to make themselves 
models ot high character and culture. 
Doubtless, he said, teachers felt dis- 
couraged because their work seemed not 
tc be appreciated and because they could 
nut point to any special good that had 
been accomplished, but he thought they 
ought to be encouraged when they con- 
sidered the effect of the silent influence 
of a good life. He could think of no 
more striking examples of the worth of 
force of character than was offered by 
the stricken Chief Magistrate of the 
country and his brave wife, both of whom 
hid been 'school teachers. Their courage, 
decision and bravery had endeared them to 
tlie heart of the nation, and it was, no 
doubt, in their school experience that 
these qualities had been developed. But 


responsibility in this matter and also re- 
member that it was not the part of true 
criticism to find fault hastily. " Brother" 
Krichbaum was called upon when Mr. 
Eastburn concluded, but before he began 
Mr. ^oung said he had something he 
would like to say before Prof. Krichbaum 
spoke. " We will hear ' Brother,' Young 
first, then," said the President. 
Mr. 


Young then said that it was with regret 
that he had to announce that Prof. Krich- 
baum was about to sever his connection 
with the schools. 
Allusion liad been 


made by the other speakers to the prog- 
ress of the schools in the borough during 
the past eight years, and he felt it due to 
Prof. Krichbaum that he should be given 
credit for it, for most of, it was due to 
his labors. lie then paid the professor a 
merited tribute for his faithfulness and 
ability in administering the affairs of the 
schools, and closed by saying that if his 
work had not yet been appreciated by tie 
public as it should, it would be sure to 
meet with its proper reward when he 
should be gone, and the good results of 
his labors became manifest. 


Prof. Krichbaum followed Mr. Youiv 


remarks by a very brief speech in which 
he alluded to his work in the schools of 
Bristol, saying that all he had done had 
been done as his duty and for the best 
interests of the schools and if he failed 
in anything it was not because of lack of 
intention. lie was pleased to be present 
on the occasion of dedicating the new 
school house and hoped the schools would 
continue to prosper. 


The president then invited " Brother' 


Bailey, as a representative of the Third 
Ward, to say something and the Esquire 
responded in a very pointed address con- 
trasting the advantages now possessed by 
the youth of the country with the scant 
privileges of former day?, and, alluding to 
the opposition the School Board had to 
contend with in erecting the new schoo 
house, which he as a citizen of the borougl 
and of the Third Ward was so proud to 
see, said that in his experience he had 
possessed facilities for determining pretty 
accurately where the opposition and fault 
finding against the schools originated ant 
in nearly every case he found that thos 
who complained most against the schoo 
tax were those who paid the least tax 
He commended the value of strict dis 
cipline in the management of schools 
and was of the opinion of Mr. Eastburn 
that the parents had a duty to perform in 
aiding the teachers, by seeing to it that 
their children were taught to obey the 
teachers and observe the rules of the 
schools. He did not believe in suspend- 
ing pupils from attending school as a 
punishment for misconduct, as suspension 
which gave them a vacation, was just the 
kind of punishment the majority of school 
children liked. 
Mr. Bailey was followed 


by the County Superintendent who wished 
to add to his former remarks a few words 
of commendation of the teachers of the 
Bristol schools. 
He said that had he 


known beforehand of Prof. Krichbaum's 
intention of resigning he would have done 
all in his power to dissuade him from re- 
linquishing his position for he felt that by 
the change he would lose a valuable co- 
laborer, aud furthermore, although he had 
never had the reputation of being a flat- 
terer, but on the contrary had heard that 
he was severe, he had, after considering 
the matter over carefully, become con- 
vinced that he could with justice and 
without exaggeration say that in no dis- 
trict in the county had he found teachers 
more faithful, earnest and conscientious 
in their work, than in Bristol. 
He felt it 


was due them for him to say that much. 
The exercises were then ended by Mr. 
Kinsey giving some interesting and 
humorous reminiscences of the early his- 
tory of the sbhools. The speakers and 
audience after thoroughly inspecting and 
admiring the building took their depart- 
ure and the rooms shortly after were put 
in order for their new occupants who 
were to take possession on Monday.
